Independent claim 19 is not discussed in section VI of the brief. "Summary of claimed subject matter". Additionally. 
"Summary of claimed subiect matter" for several claims point to a number of paragraphs which for some cover multiple 
pages of the specification. Thus, the brief does not clearly provide an adequate "Summary of claimed subiect matter" as 
required by 37 CFR 41.37. For instance, for claim 5. limitation "through an interconnect", the brief refers to paragraphs 
f0052]-f0057] which literally covers three pages: for claim's 6 limitation "the second processor", the brief refers to 
paragraphs f0056]-f0060] which cover pages 16-1 8 of the specification. For claim's 1 5 limitation "the cache ordering 
point for the block of data with a first node of the system", the brief refers to paragraphs f0021]-f00271 which covers 
pages 4-5. paragraphs [0045M00511 which covers pages 14-15 of the specification: etc.. .The same deficiencies are 
repeated for claims 16. 17. 18. 22. etc... 
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
